Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 5 - 27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reasons for allowance is that the prior art including Tsala, Frick et al, Murakami et al and 
Weber do not anticipate or make obvious the provisions of "second coils provided such that 
each center axis of the second coils are superimposed with each center axis of the first coils" 
in combination with the other limitations presented in claim 15 and "second coils provided 
such that each center axis of the second coils are superimposed with each center axis of the 
first coils" in combination with the other limitations presented in claim 20.
